Church, World Hunger and 
Evangelism aregriorities 
during 1977-80. 

The ‘final form of the 
proposal received little 
opposition from GCOM 
members. An earlier draft 
version prepared by a 
GCOM sub-committee had 
drawn harsh criticism from 
the. inter-agency -commit- 
tee guiding this quadren- 
Hints em shasts-on-ethnic 
churches. " 


“Paternalistic,” “racist,” 
and ‘‘castrating’’ were 


some of the criticisms~ 


leveled at the draft when it 
was introduced in a meet- 
ing of this quadrennium’s 
coordinating committee. 


The final document was the 
result of extensive conver- 
sations between the com- 
mittee and GCOM mem- 
bers. = : 
Distribution of funds and 
make-up of next quadren- 
nium's priority steering 
committee were the main 
points of difference 
between the GCOM draft 
and the proposal prepared 
by the inter-agency coor- 
dinating committee. Virtu- 
ally all the latter group are 
members of the four rec- 
ognized ethnic minorities 
-within_the denomination. 
Besides the single prior- 
ity, GCOM also completed 
work on five “special pro- 
grams'’ to be recom- 
mended to the church's top 
law-making body when it 
convenes April 15-25 in 
Indianapolis. These are 
Africa; World Hunger; 
Strengthening the:tocal 
Church for its Evangelistic 
_Mission in the World; 
Peace with Justice; The 
Churgh and Campus-- 
Eecential Evangelism. 


Like the missional prior- 
ity, the five proposed spe- 
cial programs were ap- 
proved in principle by the 
GCOM at its March 1979 
meeting. In the interim, 
responses wére sought 
from boards to which the 


proposed programs were 
assigned, and GCOM's 
Unit on Priorities and 
Quadrennial Programs put 


. the finishing touches on 


them. ; 
The projected priority 
calls for “participation of 
every local church” in the 
73 annual and missionary 
conferences in the U.S. and 
Puerto Rico, as well as 
extensive activity by 
church-wide agencies. 
Annual conferences in 
other parts of the world 
would have the option of 
choosing another priority. 
Financial support for the 
endeavor would come from 
a $5 million apportioned 
Missional Priority Fund. 
The current quadrennium's

According to the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Education, 1980 is the “Year 
of the Schools tn Ohio.” February’s 
theme is “Teachers Are Tops.” ° 
_ Whether this theme is appropriate 
or not, one thing is sure, the public is 
more convinced that our public 
schools are in greater disarray now 
than ever before. 

Inferior education, low morale, 
prolonged strikes,-all indicate that 
by any standards, there is some- 
thing sdriously wrong with our pub- 
lic schools: 

State Superintendent of Schools 
Franklin B. Walter recently said: 
“Schools in the coming decade will 
need: to make sure that all young 
people can read, write and compute 
when they graduate, that they are 
employable and understand the free 


”_ enterprise system of our economy.” 
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Ms. Rachel B. ‘Tompkins of the 
Citizens Council for Ohio Schools, 
in a statement last week, said: “Pub- 


_ lic.confidence in schools is at.a low 


ebb. Public relations campaigns and 
cosmetic approaches will not renew 
flagging support for schools...If we 
leave schools entirely to profes- 
sionals, the schools will not 
succeed.” . 

“Lack of discipline” says another 
statement, “is a major problem” in 


Ohio's public schools. The chief 
cause of this, this statement says, “is 
the collapse of discipline through- 
out our system.” 

Certainly, if this is the year of the 
schools, we need to make some’big, 
yes, very big strides toward attain- 
ing the goals delineated by Mr: 
Walter. 


Many parents may well ask the 
question: “If teachers are tops, why 
then. are so many children coming 
out of schools functional illiterates?” 

We agree that the challenge of the 
eighties is certainly going to be, 
reestablishing public schools as: 
places of learning. And, making the 
classroom safe for both student and 


’ teachers. 


What happened to educhtion in 
the seventies must not be com- 
pounded in the eighties. The public 
is already so disgusted with the kind 
of education our children are receiv- 
ing that financing for schools is 
becoming more and more difficult. 

Public confidence can be restored 
in our public schools, only if the 
education of the child is restored to 
top priority by the School Boards 
and the teachers. We can't afford

Why Aren't They 
Learning English

As |.sat at my desk correcting 
papers. of.-students who’ had just 
come from high school to college 
and noted the total inability of many 
of them to write, to use correct 
grammar, to interpret the printed 
page, or to recognize, let alone 
know the contents of, literary works 
which. even a junior high school stu- 
dent should know, | realized how 
much inner-city children were being 
cheated out of an education. 

‘Why aren't inner-city students 
learning English? This question is 
one of the seemingly unanswerable 
anes plaguing society today. Par- 
ents want an answer.-Students want 
an answer. Taxpayers, who spend a 
sizeable chunk of money supporting 
their schools, want an answer. In 
fact; all of society wants an answer. 
Who is really to blame for the stu- 
dent's inability to function at least 
adequately in the basic English 
skills? Theories have been explored; 
all kinds of innovations have been 
tried; courses with fancy names 
have tripped lightly off tongues and 
accusations have flown thick and 
fast. And. still the deficiencies 
continue. 

Students cannot read, write, 
speak, spell, or comprehend simple 
directions.. They graduate as. func- 
tional illiterates, andemployers con- 


‘tinue to be dismaaggd as they survey 


the prospective young employees 
and-shake their heads. in cishetiet. 


“Who, then, is to assume the respon- 


sibility of this dilemma? 

No one segment can, or should. 
accept total responsibility, Every- 
body - parents, teachers, adminis- 
trators, students, and paciety at 
large «is culpable.” ‘4 


After reading this diemal account 


of reasons for the students’ defi- 
ciencies in English, one may ask: “Is? 
there any salvation for those caught’ 


in this seemingly hopeless situa 


tion?” Recently, in speaking about 
the entire racial dilemma, James 
Baldwin stated: “...maybe we're in 
worse trouble than before.” This 


comment is-certainly applicable to: 


our educational status. But | would 
like to think that this is only the 
darkest hour before a new dawn. 
Even ‘in our. gloomier moments in 
history, the segregated schools did 
a yeoman’s job in educating our 
youth. | would like to think that the 
present era is just a hiatus and that 
all segments of the population will 
band together in trying to recreate a 
strong educational system, so that 
we shall see the majority of our 
young people able to perform at 
least adequately in the arts of com- 
munication. But there must besome 
heavy. -“housecleaning” ‘before this 
miracle can happen.

The House bill that faces an uncertain future. 
in the Senate ought to become law, if only. 
because it represents an incremental change 


“for the bétter, but also’ becauseitestablishes a*~— 


long-sought goal of reform -- establishment of 
a national minimum benefit. 

But it can only be a way station on the road 
toward total overhaul of the welfare system. 

An alternative to the present system ought 
to have several guiding principles, including 
universal benefits, federal administration, a 
national minimum benefit, administrative 
simplicity, and removal of any stigma attached 
to_receiving-aid. 

The best way to achieve such a system 
would be through a refundable credit income 
tax. Everyone would get a basic grant in the 
form of a refundable tax credit. 

-That credit would be taxed away from those 
whose ‘income’ exceeds a certain level. For 
those below that level, the credit would consti- 
tute an income maintenance program. 

In fact such a system is already in existence 
on asmall scale, through the tax credit availa- 
ble to the working poor. That's been, on the 
books for several years now, and has provided 
modest benefits without cumbersome admi- 
nistrative mechanisms or erigmatizing

It would end the dehumanizing aspects of a

A system that is simple, equitable, and pro- 
vides help to all in need is the goal toward 
which we should be working. Instead, every 
welfare reform plan becomés burdened with 
_ meaningless, punitive features, with senseless 
work requirements, and with attacks on peo- 
ple whose poverty is caused by factors 
beyond their control. 

It's going to take a long, hard, educational 
drive to destroy the myths about welfare and 
poverty. In the meantime, even small changes 
for the better should be supported. 
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Vacant store rooms in 
shopping centers and 
commercial strips through- 
out Columbus are either 
the norm or an economic 
barometer.

Fhe myths of and about 
blacks were the topic of a 
recent meeting of the 
Columbus Branch of the 
Association for the Study 
of Afro-American Life and 
History. . ~* 

In a.workshop led by 
Onnie Hinkle, the partici- 
pants discussed various 
myths to arrive at a general 
statement on the role 
myths play in the everyday 
lives of blacks. 

Hinkle said there was @ 
néed to discuss black 
myths to get at the secrets 
centered around identified 
black myths: Hesaidindis-- 
cussing the myths, the 
association was examining 
their sensitivity to the 
needs, of other blacks, 
while being attentive to 

their own: 


In addition, Hinkle said, a 
discussion and clarifica- 
tion of black myths allow 
the association to deal with 
interpersonal relationships 
as individuals and as an 
organization. 

He said blacks could also 
see the concreteness and 
exactness of situations and 
become better able to deal 
with them directly after 
they have listed black 
myths and explored them 
analytically. 

Myths looked at by the 
association were how long 
will the descriptive term 
“black” identify the race, 
whether blacks in the Uni- 
ted States are more free 
than black people in other 
white dominated countries, 
if the term “black” is pre- 

’ ferred to that of “Negro” or 
“colored” the question of 
blacks being genetically 
inferior to whites, and the 
prejudices and mistrust 
among blacks as a result of 
the white majority.
